The President clearly resorted to the Taft- 
Hartley act only when all other means had 
failed and coal reserves had sunk to a dan' 
gerous low. 

Hla reluctance to use the law that organized 
- latJOr finds so distasteful Is quite undcrsUmd- 
able. In the first year or so of lti oxlitence, 
Mr. Truman relied on Taft-Hartley several 
times with telling effect. But since then op- 
position to It has been a cornerstone of Demo- 
cratic policy and he has leaned over back, 
vatds to avoid using It. 

No doubt he believes labor will forgive him 
this last-ditch use of the law because John 
L. Lewis has left him no choice.

the coal controversy Isn't so easy to say. Cer- 
tainly this has been one of his moat mystlfy- 
I ng performances. 



In the long course of the current dispute 
he has made virtually no real effort to ncgO' 
tlate the Issues around a tabic.

To be sure, the operators have been more 
resistant than usual and that has compll' 
cated Lewis' maneuvering. Apparently once 
he realized their stlffer attitude he deter' 
mined to bring them to their knees by cutting 
coal stocks until they cried for mercy.
